In Executive Position 
Mr. Simmons, who now holds an 
executive position with the City Club. 
a civic organization in Philadelphia. 
is about 35 years old. 
He is married. 
Decision to offer

post to Mr. Simmons came after three 
recommendations, bespeaking the un­ 
impeachable character and integrity 
of the man. his ability for a sec­ 
retarial post in a civic organization, 
and his general adaptability to all 
classes ami condition of mer. in busi­ 
ness, were presented by Secretary 
Henry M. Scharf, whose resignation 
becomes effective with Mr. Simmons’ 
acceptance of the G ettysburg offer.

and flues, overheated stoves, furnaces 
and their pipes, 
carelessness 
w ith 
gasoline, kerosene and other inflam ­ 
m able liquids, and sp ark s on wooden 
shfhgle roofs are given as th e prim e 
causes of conflagrations. 
W hile exercises in th e county to in­ 
stru ct countians on th e prevention 
have not been announced as yet, it is 
believed th a t th e en tire county will be 
interested in th e m ovem ent to curb 
fire loss and to observe fire prevention 
week.

Every man, to paraphrase one of 
Theodore Roosevelt’s characteristic ut­ 
terances, owes something to the up­ 
building of the community in which 
he lives. 
This debt most of the coun­ 
try ’s fire insurance agents, to their 
lasting credit, have been quick to 
acknowledge, and thousands of them 
are discharging it in the coin of fire 
prevention effort—one form of cur­ 
rency which never depreciates in val­ 
ue. 
If, then, agents wish to continue and 


do so aw aits them in the inauguration 
of a local campaign for the abolish­ 
m ent of wooden shingle roofs. 
No 
season is m ore appropriate than the 
present, when concern for tight house- 
covering against the rigors of winter 
is in the minds of householders. Such 
activity will command the prom pt sup­ 
port of virtually every fire chief in 
the United States, since no one real­ 
izes better than they that, even with 
a capable and well equipped depart­ 
ment, their control of a city’s fire- 
safety never can be absolute so long 
as the burning brand hazard is rife. 
A fter all, any community which al­ 
lows wooden shingle roofs to remain 
within its limits and to m ultiply, re ­ 
lying for protection solely on an ef­ 
fective fire departm ent, differs, but 
slightly frvni the city that makes no 
effort to check the spread of a tran s­ 
missible disease, oi[ the absurd theory 
th at curative medicine amply safe­ 
guards the public health, and accom­ 
plishes it with an outlay of fewer dol­ 
lars. 
Moreover, the analogy becomes 
the closer when it is remembered th at 
the wooden shingle roof causse, be­ 
sides vast property destruction, the 
death or injury of more than a few 
‘whom it is designed t<\ shelter. 
Already one hundred and eighteen 
communities have barred by ordinance 
tile wooden shingle roof. 
But this 
should be viewed rath er in the light 
of a prom ising start than of a con­ 
summation.

BALTIMORE TO 
PURCHASE TOWER 


Shot Tower, IOO Years Old, May 
be Preserved As Historic 
Landmark In Maryland 
City. 


Baltimore, 
Sept. 
30.—The 
Shot 
Tower, which has stood as a land­ 
mark at Fayette and Front streets 
in Baltimore for almost IOO years, 
will be purchased by the city of Bal­ 
timore and preserved, if efforts of a 
number of citizens and organizations 
are successful. 
When the owners of the tower an­ 
nounced last June that unless the 
city took over the structure it would 
be demolished, Mayor Howard Jack­ 
son said that if the 
public 
showed 
genuine sentiment for preservation 
of the shaft the city would buy it. 
Following the lead of the Daugh­ 
ters 
of 
the 
American 
Revolution, 
numerous 
patriotic 
and other so­ 
cieties and many individuals appeal­ 
ed for the preservation of the old 
landmark. 
Representatives of these 
societies held a conference with the 
mayor and it was decided to acquire 
the tower by public subscription. 
Pass Ordinance 
Late in August, when the owners 
of the tower and the mayor failed to 
agree on a purchase 
price, 
an or­ 
dinance was passed by the city coun­ 
cil providing for condemnation of the 
tower in case the committees seeking 
funds had not raised the necessary 
amount within a certain time. 
With this time 
limit approaching 
I expiration, and the committee still in 
| need of several thousand dollars, the 


i tower seems likely to come down. 
The tower is the highest of its 
! kind in the world and is regarded as 
i the 
oldest 
munition 
factory in the 
United States. 
From a base forty 
feet in diameter the shaft rises to a 
height 
of 
246 
feet. 
The column 
tapers 
as 
it ascends, so that the 
diameter at the top is only twenty 
feet. 
It was built in 1828, Charles 
Carroll, signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, 
laying 
the 
corner­ 
stone. 
The interior of the structure was 
destroyed by fire in 1878, but was re­ 
built and shot dropping continued 
until 1892. Then the tower was aban­ 
doned for shot making because of 
the advent of improved methods of 
manufacture.
